DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 05 February 2004. These drawings are 
accepted. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following infornialities: 

a. In line 4 on page 1 , the Provisional Application information should be 
updated. The Provisional Application was assigned Serial No. 60/446,398. 

b. In line 4 on page 1 , a period (i.e., ".") should be inserted after "2003". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. The daim (i.e., claim 1 ) is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject nnatter 
which applicant regards as the invention, and failing to define the invention in the 
manner required by 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 
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The claim (i.e., claim 1) Is narrative in form and replete with indefinite and 
functional or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device 
must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. Claims must be 
in one sentence form only. Note, for instance, the format of the claims in the patent(s) 
cited. Additionally, many structural elements in the claim (i.e., claim 1) are indefinite 
because they lack clear and/or positive antecedent basis including "the adaptation" (line 
1), "the folds, ... crimps" (lines 1 and 3), "the information storage surface" (lines 1-2), 
"the amount of information" (line 2), "the disc" (lines 2 and 4) and "the market" (line 3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

6. The claim (i.e., claim 1) is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ogino (US 4,969,143). 

Ogino teaches an optical disc (FIG. 4, for instance) having folds, creases, bends, 
crimps or any manipulation to an information storage surface (includes 14, for instance) 
thereof to increase a surface area on the optical disc (as shown in FIG. 4, for instance) 
thereby enabling an increase in an amount of information in various formats. 
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Pertinent Prior Art 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. This includes Yoshitomi et al. (US 4,839.207) and Haneda (US 
4,931,336), which each individually teaches an optical disc having folds, creases, 
bends, crimps or any manipulation to an infomnation storage surface thereof to increase 
a surface area on the optical disc. 

8. In June 2004, the USPTO ceased mailing paper copies of cited U.S. patents and 
U.S. patent application publications with all Office actions.
